A m ong the interested spectators 
in the court room was Miss Bertha 
Hauser, of the Beaman neighb or­ 
hood, aged 21 years, who will soon 
b ecome a mot’ner as the result of 
her indiscretion with Newb erry. 
She was exceedingly anxious that 
her seducer should make her his 
wife b efore their child is b orn, b ut 
as neither had tlie funds to pay for 
a marriage license, the ceremony 
was postponed temporarily. 
It appears that Newb erry had se­ 
duced the girl while she was a resi­ 
dent of Benton county, from whete 
she remov ed to Beaman. 
A w ar­ 
rant 
was issued for Newb erry’s 
arrest, 
charging 
him 
with 
se­ 
duction, 
b ut

was 
nev er serv ed, b ecaiLse the 
crime 
was committed in Benton and not 
Pettis county.•p' 
WIELING TO WED. 
Newb erry was not av erse to m ar­ 
riage, especially after an argument 
made in b ehalf of the girl b y Jailer 
T om Howell. 
^‘You are certain to go to the 
penitentiary for a term of twenty 
or more years for stealing the 
m ules,” said Howell, “ and when 
you get out you will b e so old and 
ugly that no girl will hav e you. 
‘*The right thing to do is to 
m arry the girl you hav e ruined, 
and then when you are released 
from prison you will hav e a home 
to go to and someb ody to take care 
of you,” 
T he argument had the desired effect 
and Newb erry consented to take 
unto himself a b ride in the ev ent 
she succeeded in ob taining a license 
and getting some one to perform 
the ceremony. 
The latter difficulty was ov er­ 
come b y Justice Burr, who agreed 
to unite ,tlie couple in marriage 
gratis and also to assist them in ob ­ 
taining a license. 


J o h n ’ s n a r r o w e s c a p e . 
W ith this ob ject in v iew, Judge 
Burr addressed a note to County 
Recorder McDougall, 
explaining 
the situation, as he supposed, and 
asking him to do what he could in 
the premises to assist in righting 
the wrong done, at least as far as 
possib le. 
W ith Miss Hauser, tlie b ride-to- 
b e, was a young man named John 
Alexander, of the Beaman neigh­ 
b orhood, who is not particularly

McDougall, 
and after the latter 
had 
})erused the
